Washington. Oct. 30.— With the 
opening of the Sthlry court of in- 
QUtry Admiral Schley began the flfth 
day of hit testimony and the third 
day of his crusscxamination. The 
prospect was that he would contini:i< 
OS the itand throughoat the 
Judge Advocate Lrmly still had a long 
list of typewritten question before 
and the different memberB of the 
cmtn had prepared questions to be 
prO«Mnt«4 to the admiral for his con 
■tdeimtton when his examination by 
dbamel concluded. The testimony be- 
gan where left off Tuesday, taking up 
different phases of the blocliade (f 
Santiago, and passing from that ques- 
tion into the reconnoissance of May 
SI, when the Spanish cruiser Cristobal 
Colon was bombarded. The battle v,r 
July 3 was left for the last subject tu 
be considered. 

Questioned as fo his conversation 
with Captain Folgcr. when the latter 
■oftcited a circular blockade such as 
ezlited at Wel-Hel-Wel. the admiral 
eald he thought the fleet at Woi He',- 
Wel was larger than his and that there 
were flanking vessels in that fleet. He 
was aslied whether be did not con- 
■Ider the circular blockade with the 
Teeaela pointing in as mobile as the 
other form in that the ships could 
move either way by turning with the 
same helm. The admiral replied that 
he thought circular blockade where 
all the vessels charged to the center 
would produce eobfuston and inevit- 
ably lend to a different arrangement 
according as the enemy moved east 
or west. "The outcome," said he. 
"could only be more or less confusion 
such as did actually occur later." 

Admiral Schley's attention was call- 
ed to his statement that neither at 
Cienfuegos nor Santiago had any v. 
sel entered or departed and he was 
asked how he knew this. He replied 
that be only knew it because be never 
heard of any ship getting in. On the 
north Cuba blockade when a French- 
man succeeded in getting through the 
blockading line Into Havana, the fac t 
bad be^n widely advertised as a great 
•eeompUahment. His conclusion, 
therefore, was that none bad entered. 

Referring to the reconnoissance at 
Santiago. Captain Lemly asked: 

"Why did you wait two days after 
the discovery of the presence of the 
fleet In the harbor before undertaking 
your reconnoissance?" "For the rea- 
ton I used those two dayt for coaling 
the vessels of the fleet so as to be pre- 
pared in case the enemy ( ame out." 

Relating the occurrence of the bom- 
bardment of the Colon, he said he re- 
called that Captain Hlgginson had 
asked after he (Schley) went aboard 
the MassachuaetU that the bombard- 
ment be postponed until after dinner. 
That he warned some people to get 
Off the turrets and that Lieutenant 
FOtti bad given notice tha' they 

were on the range. He did not recall, 
he said, the signal not to go in closer, 
but It was possible that such a signal 
bad been sent and it had not befen re- 
corded. It might be with this as with 
other elgnals which had not been re 
corded, because the writing of them 
was always deferred until next day. 
•No man," he said, "except the press 
correspondents who brave all dangers 
can always have paper and pencil at 
btad while a battle is in progress and 
aa a oonseauence there is a failure to 
Meerd many oeevrreteea that sbouU 
be recorded." 

At the request of the Judg^ advocate^ 
Admiral Schley read what he wrote to, 
the aenate. The letter contained the 
WfOMtloaary order of the department 
at tka opMtnf of the war. He again 
SplSnenibe bad betore. that 
when he wrote his commuttldaUon to 
the senate he did not have all the 
records before him. He omitted to 
mention In that communication, he 
eaid. Admiral Sampson's caution at 
Key' West He had prepared it large- 
ly from memory. In further support 
of his position the admiral read the 
department Instruction of July 13, 
speclflcally warning the commander-ln- 
cblef against risking armored vessels 
to the At* of,Und battwlea. He was 
cross^jueatloned closely aa to all the 
orders bearing upon this inbject 

"In your report of June 1 to the de- 
partment concerning the recottnois- 
aanee. you did not mention any pur- 
pose to aim or deauoy the Colon? 
"I did not." ^ 

"But in your tc legrapbio report, you 
did say that your puriHose was to de- 
stroy the Colon?" "Incidentally, yes. 

The Judge advocate tbsn asked the 
adiSrtl to tell esMOj what Wa pu^ 



pose was and also what Instrnctions 
he had given. Replying that he had 
testlflcd fully on this subje ct, he said 
the signals made indicated (he pur- 
pose. The signal instructed the ships 
to use their heavy gun againat the 
Colon. The New Orleans, with her 
lighter battery, was directed to Are at 
thf shore batteries. Tlic in.structlon 
was to go In 7,000 yards and he 
thought until several days afterward 
that the ships had gone In to that dis- 
tance. "I directed the ships to follow 
the flag to operate against the Colon 
and flre at the forts to develop them 
and I think the reconnoissance. so far 
aa it went was eminently successful. 
The latteries were developed and the 
fact was demonstrated that the ene- 
my was in port. With a squadron of 
only five or six ships I believed thac 
only the strongest military necessity 
would have Justified me in risking the 
loss of a vessel that might have re- 
duced our squadron to a numerical in- 
feriority with the enemy. If one or 
two of our ebipB had been crippled 
the enemy might have come out and 
engaged us with diaasterous results. 
The development of the facts as to 
the batteries and ships was. In my 
opinion, sufficient. The enemy's ships 
could not get away and they did not 
tet away." 

Captain Lemly asked why the 
mouth of Santiago harbor had not 
been enflladed and all the ships used 
May 3L Admiral Schley repUed that 
he had not done so limply boeanie the 
batteries would have been safe while 
the ships used thus would have been 
placed in gre-ater danger, and said: 
"This la like many arrangements 
which we might make that we do not 
make. The questi<m of coaling was 
so Important and bad been so strong- 
ly urged by the commander-in-chief, I 
felt that we should lose no opportun- 
ity of putting the ships In thO highest 
condition of efficiency." 

"Why did you not steam more slow- 
ly as you passed the mouth of tha 
harbor?" The wltnosa replied, In a 
deliberate manner: "Well, that is a 
technical error that might have been 
remedied if some one else had been 
In command. Possibly the tiring would 
have been more effective If we bad 
gone In closer, but if we had and had 
steamed more slowly, there would 
have been no gain, as the range would 
have been narrower. It was a case of 
t weed le dee on the one hand and of 
tweedledum on the other." 

Captain Lemly at thia point passed 
to the battle of July S. Admiral 
Schley's attention was called to Cap- 
tain Cook's testimony that the night 
of July 2 he turned In with no intima- 
tion that the fleet would come out. 
The witness said Captain Cook's state- 
ment was not In any sense Inconsist- 
ent with his. He had no intimation 
that the fleet would come out. 

Coming now to the famous loop 
made by the Brooklyn, Captain Lemly 
put this question: "Captain Cook 
gave the order for the turn?" The 
admiral replied, "Yea." 

"You regard that turn as very Im- 
portant do you not?" "I think It was 
the movement that daoldsd tb« events 
of the day." 

The admiral said in response to 
questions be did not mention the loop 
in his report of the battle. It was an 
incident of the battle which he had 
no Idea would ever come Into controv- 
ersy. Captain Cook had given the or- 
der without orders from bim,' except 
under his general Instruetlons to 
close in and keep somewhere about 
1,000 yards outside of the broadside 
torpedo range. ' When the time came 
for the turn. Captain Cook's cont ep- 
tion of the movement coincided with 
his own. Although Captain Cook gave 
the order be would have done so in a 
moment had the eaptaln of the Brook- 
lyn failed to do so. 

"Do you assume full responsibility 
for the turn?" "Absolutely. If 1 did 
not give the order 1 aiprovad.tt,!! re- 
plied the admiraL 

Asked where be bad, before the be- 
ginning of this inquiry, mentioned 
that during the battle he gave the 
signal "Follow the flag." Admiral 
Schley replied: "I think I have kept 
my mouth pretty close on all these 
subjects and do not recall speaking of 
this Incident. I distinctly rsooflect 
giving the signal and that It #A« fly- 
ing for 20 minutes." 

"Did the Brooklyn stand in and at- 
tempt to sink the Spanish fleet in the 
channeir* "I started la at flr^t to 
help the other vessiels and to have 
them help me; I felt if we could stop 
the Spaniards the battleships could go 
in and sink them. 1 never had any 
idea that they would get away." Con- 
tinuing ho aald, in rfply to miestloiis, 
he esilaiated that tho Broom, hAd 
gone In within a mile to • mm Mid a 
half of the mouth of the barber and 
was within range of the shore batter- 
ies. He thought that from 12 to 14 
minutea tie iagshlp had been within 
a range of leoa than S.0.00 yarda from 
the Spanish ships. "They Meked very 
close," be said. 

"When the Spanish ships succeeded 
in getting out of the bart>or without 
being stt|ik In accordance with orders, 
what alteraative was tliart but to 



chase them?" "There was no alterna- 
tive—no oth T (nurse was oi)en. but 
much depended upon the character of 
the chase. Whether It was made in 
the proper way and was effected was 
one thing while a poorly conducted 
and Ineffective blockade would have 
been another thing." The admiral 
said in rfplv to questions that while 
several of the vessels had failed to 
Join ill til" I hue. leaving the work, 
after the sinking of the Teresa and 
the Oquendo to the Brooklyn and the 
Oregon, this was because they could 
not follow at the pace Fet by the 
Spaniards. 

"You stated In your examination in 
chief, I believe, that In making the 
turn, you did not see the starboard 
side of the Texas?" "I did so abso- 
lutely." Admiral Schley, In response 
to a question, said he never heard 'f 

the Texas Mieideat Until SiX mOUthS 
after the battle. 

Replying to reasons for the loop 
given by Schley in his letter to the 
senate to avoid being rammed, in an- 
other letter to avoid blanketing the 
flre of the American ships, and his 
testimony in chief that it was a ma- 
neuver to head off the Spaniards, Cap- 
tain Lemly said: "Here appear to be 
three reasons why yon made the turn. 
Why did you make that tumt" "As i 
already stated in my direct testimony, 
there Is another very much more im- 
portant reason which you have not 
asked, and that was the ship might 
continue in the action and beat the 
enemy aa we did. That was the con- 
trolling reason of all." 

"Have you stated that?" asked Cap- 
tain Lemly, to which Admiral Schley 
replied: "I never stated that, be- 
cause I thought It was evident. I nev- 
er stated it tor three or four reasops. 
There are several other reasons we 
could perhaps conjure up about it I 
have stated in relation to the .■senatv'? 
do( unient that the matter was pr spar- 
ed very hurriedly and here 1 have ?tat- 
ed the general purposo or at least 
what the movement was Intended to 
accomplish." 

"Did you have each of these various 
reasons in mind at the time?" "Prob- 
ably all of them and others." 

Tho Jttdie advocate then took up 
Admiral SchUy's report of the battle 
made to the department, dated July 
IG. 1808. attention being called to the 
statement that after the Vlscaya h.iu 
struck her colors, the signal was made 
to cease flring and the following sen- 
tence: "The Oregon having proved 
vastly faster than the other battle 
ships, she and the Brooklyn, together 
with the Texas and another vessel, 
which proved to be your flagship, on- 
tlnued westward in pursuit of ti.e 
Colon, which had run close la snore, 
evidently seeking soine good sfol to 
beach if she should fall to eludd her 
pursuers." 

"You wrote that. asked Cap'n n 
Captain Lemly. "Yes, and 1 can 
plain the whole thing If you will pei- 
mit me to introduce a preliminary re- 
pert I made that was returned." 

Captain Lemly — "I have no objec- 
tion to your preliminary report unless 
it comes under the rule that It was not 
sent." Admiral Schley — "it was seut 
and returned." After seme colloquy 
on the subject the court recessed fo<- 
Inncheon. When court resumed. Ad 
miral Schley's press copy book con- 
taining a copy of Schley's letter em- 
bracing his flrst report t.) Sani[)so i 
was put In by, Captain Lemly 
but witness was not permitted to ?ea I 
it aloud, merely to refk'esh bis uoui 
ory by it 

After some sparring by counsel Ad 
mlral Schley explained that the orisi- 
nal preliminary report of the battle he 
took to the commander-in-chief and 
then returned to the Brooklyn. A:i 
miral Sampson then signaled tor me 
to come on board again, he said, 
"which I did and he handed the re- 
port back to me. There was nobody 
but himself and myself In the cabin at 
that time and from tae conversation 1 

had with hiJb I was led to boUeve" 

Caj^kjUnly— -"W* want thd eon 

Admiral Schley — "He handed It back 
to me with the itatement that he was 
commander-in chief and that I had 
omitted a very importapt detail — tha< 
the New York' was not present I feii 
that the victory at that time, as I said, 
was big enough for all and I ifaade this 
out in generosity and because I knew 
if the New York had been present she 
would have dene as good work as, any- 
body else." 

"When tho Colon surrendered wby 
did you not take possession of her and 
attempt to save her." "I sent aboard 
to receive her surrender and was pro- 
ceeding to do that very thing when 
the flagship came up. I am satisfled 
she was all right when she left the 
eastward." 

After some testimony relative to the 
conversation Schley naa wuh L.leu- 
tenant Commander Hodgson, wiinest 
atated that he would still say he de- 
sired to set Lieut'^"'"'* w-dr— - 
as well as himself, but he had seen 
nothing In nil u. 
department n-r, d 

At 2:96 Captain Lemly concluded 
|!his aM»examination. He turned to 



Mr. Rayner who said: "We have not 
a single question." 

Admiral Dewey announced that the 
court had a few questions. 

At the conclusion cf the cross-rxam- 
Ination. there was placed in evidence 
the telegram sent by Admiral Schley 
to the department July 10. saying in 
subs.ar.ce ibat he did not desire to as- 
sume ei.tire credit for the victory of 
July 3 and that the victory belonged 
to the flpet under the command of Ad- 
miral Sampson. In reply to a ques- 
tion from Captain Parker he said be 
had taken this dispatch to Admiral 
Sampson, "who state d th.it he was 
very .s;lad that 1 had sent it am! 
thought it was very generous. " 

"Who was grrxrous?" ask< d Cap- 
tain Parker. "I. of c.-jurse." 

Then followed the questions by tbe 
court, a long tisi of eategoricai qu'ci> 
tions pertaining to tlu> blockade of 
Cienfuegos. coaling, the retrograde 
movement, the return to Sar.tii'.tjo. the 
reconnoissance at Santiago, etc., etc. 

The last question of the court was 
as follows: "Where could the Span- 
ish squadron have taken refuge if It 
had come out of the harbor at Ssntl- 
agoand steered fo the southward?" "It 
could have gone to Jamaica, but 1 
should imagine that after having gone 
sufficiently far fo evade me. the Span- 
ish fleet could haVe skil led around to 
the weatward, knowing that Admiral 
Sampson had l^t Havana for the 
east." 

Then. ,'.t p. m.. Admiral Seliley 

was Anally excused and at :i:10 p. m.. 
there being no other witnesses p;es- 
ent, the court, adjourned for the day.

New York, Oct. 30.— The New Yo:k 
sub-treasury has asked the aid of the 
Washington secret service bureau in 
running down those persons who are 
responsible for the fl(,( (l of light 
weight silver half dollar and dollar 
pieces reeently disiovered in this city. 
The method employed by tbe operator 
is unique and in effect similar to i~e 
"sweating" of gold coin, once so com* 
mon. with tbe addition that tbe silver 
coins are plated. The lightened coins 
retaining the original api)e:irance 
are aKain placed in < ii i ulatiuii re- 
quiring a trained eye and an experi- 
enced touch to discover that they have 
been tampered with. After a bit of 
the wear and tear money undergoes, 
the coins which have been operated 
upon reveal their lightness at otu e 
and are usiially ret'iised acceptance. 
It is not permisEable for tbe govern- 
ment to redeem the ctAn* at their face 
value of course, so that their Instrnsic 
worth is much less than the amount 
for which they have passed current 

Electro platers who have made a 
specialty of silveiwar*' use bar silver 
for their purpose. In place of the 
crude metal. It Is explained, several 
small firms have utilised silver coins 
of the half dollar denomination, hav- 
ing obtained them by deposit on th? 
articles being plated, and use tho 
money again at its face value. Hy 
this operation, they gain the cost of 
the silver used In plating and as coin 
metal Is practically pure, they are able 
to put a finer and more expensive fin- 
ish upon the goods than If bar metal 
were used. 

Hessian Walters Deported. 

New York. Oct. ;;0.— The inimigia- 
tlon authorities in Washlnkt^n a week 
ago ordered the ilepmiation of a num- 
ber of Hessian waiters, alleged tu have 
been brought into this country under 
contract to work for a local hotel. Re- 
cently Commissioner Fitchie on tbe 
appeal of a firm of lawyns, dtcidid 
to reopen the case and assigned a 
special board of inquiry to h( ar tlio 
testimony. Tbe hearing was secret, 
but it was learned that this special 
board afllrmed the decision of the 
Washington authorities. The authori- 
ties have filed n.otice of an appeal to 
the secretary of the treasury, who baa, 
ac( Hiding to advices from Washing- 
ton, ord. red them to be deported. 

Smiley Cdcs Clear. 
Chicago, Oct. 30 — Frank H. Smiley, 
who turned state's evidence in the 
Detenbach insurance case, was given 
his liberty Wednesday He relin- 
quished all right to the $5,000 insur- 
ance on Marie 1) f' nba; h's life. This 
ends the crlminnl pri.-ceedings in tbe 
case, as Dr. August .M. I'nger Is in tbe 
penitentiary, and Way land Brown was 
previously let off with a fine. The In- 
surance money is still in the hands of 
the court and will probably, it is said, 
go to the unfortunate girl's relatives.
